The officer 
waited some time for them to come out, but-as they 
did not appear be went down and found them in a 
back room with the Chinamen.- The‘two girls, who 
gave their names as Jessie Wood and Minnie Hoff- 
man, and the Chinamen were arrested. They were 
brought before Justice Ingersoll and fined $5 each.— 
Chicago Times. 

This is the same old story over and over 
again. Wherever the Chinaman sets up his 
flag of abomination, the opium shop follows, 
and, close upon the opium shop, a disgusting 
catalogue of crimes against girl children. 

Within a stone’s throw of this office, in which 
these lines are written, is a Chinese laundry 
conducted by three or four Mongolians. Any 
day, while little girls of ten or twelve are play- 
ing in the neighborhood of the den, its inmates 
may: be seen making all sorts of suggestive 
signs and gesticulations to catch the eyes of 
these offspring of the poor and uninfiuential. 

Not many days ago a Chinaman reeking of 
opium and encrusted with the scars of nameless 
maladies stood by Mr. Cyras W. Field’s mag- 
nificent new building near the Battery. His 
face was wreathed with the most sickening 
smiles possible to conceive of. He wasevident- 
ly more than half drunk on opium. In active 
conversation with him, coquetting in tact with 
this:Asiatic monstrosity, were two little girls of 
the streets. The foul speeches of the Chinaman 
brought blushes even to their precociously- 
hardened cheeks. 

He negotiated a mecting with them, and then 
handed to each a silver coin. 

For what? ae, 

Passers by, shallow and indifferent, saw the 
strange, incungruous spectacle and laughed, lit- 
tle recking and little needing the loathsome 
moral conveyed. 

Happily. for himself the Chinaman confines 


his bestial advances to the children of the poor. 


and humble. No nurses, no guardians protect 
them from the yel.ow lecher and his hideous 
and revolting designs. 

Suppose he were to encroach. upon the nurse- 
ries ct the rich and powerful, and suppose he 


were to transfer his pursuit of childish inno-. 


cence from the slums of the Fourth Ward to tne 
sacred regions of Gramercy Park or Madison 
Square. Does anybody doubt the speediness 
and the thoroughness of the vengeance which 
would be meted out to him. 

But the Chinaman is too smart to fly-so high. 

Some of the cowardly and hypocritical hounds 
who plead for the toleration of the Chinaman, 
protest that he makes an excellent, faithful 
and versatile sorvant. 

Mrs. Clara Shortridge Foltz, a well-known 
and highly gifted lawyer of California, says the 
Chinese must gv. She denounces them as im- 
moral and debasing; and that they usurp as 
house servants the places thut ought to be occu- 
pied by honest women. Mrs. Foltz says she 
tried one of them herself until she caught him 
in the act of blowing a spray of water from his 
filthy mouth overseme warm biscuits she had 
just baked. That satisfied her with Chinese 
servants. It would satisfy almost anybody. 


This Chinese question has got to be settled,

A STUDENT ACCUSED OF THEFT. 


Mysterious Pilfering of Money and Valuables at 
Wood’s Gymnasium. 








John McDonald, an art student, residing at No. 145 
East Twenty-first street, was taken to Jefferson Mar- 
ket the other day by Detective James K. Price, of the 
Twenty-ninth Precinct, and charged with robbing 
pupils at Wood’s Gymnasium, Twenty-eighth street 
and Fifth avenue. 

McDonald, who i3 twenty eight years old, was also 
a pupil] of Prof. McClelland. Wednesday afternoon 
he called at the gymnasium and was in the office with 
the Professor, when a pupil entered and paid $5, which 
McClelland put into his pocket book and placed in his 
inside coat pocket.

On coming down McClelland and Lynch discovered 
that they bad been robbed. Mr. Lynch missed his 
zold watch and chain with $20 in money. The Pro- 
fessor’s pocket book, containing $21, was also carried 
off. Other robberies had occurred before. McDonald 
was suspected, and Detective Price was notified. To 
Justice Welde the prisoner:-sald he was not guilty. 
He came from Portland, Me., three years ago for the 
purpose of studying art, and joined the Art Students’ 
League. He has made some drawings which have 
been accepted by Harper Brothers for the Weekly 
He resided at No. 145 East Twenty-first street. His 
fatber, who is in Canada, sends bim money to pay bis 
expenses. He demanded an examination, stating that 
the office was easy of access from the street, and was 
held in $2,500 bail for a bearing.

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FROM THE JAWS OF DEATH. 
Extraordinary Resusitation of a Woman by Her 
Husband’s Efforts After Two Doctors Had 
Pronounced Her Dead. 








Five weeks ago the wife of Charles P. Pruin, a den- 
tist of Chicago, IH., gave birth tu a child, which was 
followed by an attack of puerperal mania. They were 
living at the suburb of Onk Park. As his wife grew 
worse rapidly, Mr. Pruin consulted a city physicign, 
who, after seeing the patient. recommended the use of 
ansesthetics to quiet her nerves. The doctor here al- 
luded to did not handle the case, but an Oak Park 
physician was called in, and he. also adopted tae same 
course of treatment, administering strong doses of 
morphine. The lady was found to be rapidly sinking, 
till on Sunday night she fell back on the pillow 
lifeless. Her breathing had ceased and the pulse 
was gone. The attending physician, who was by 
her side, made the usual examination and dis- 
tinctly pronounced her dead. The husband was 
frantic, and, rushing to the bedside of his wife, put 
his ear to her heart. He declared he thought hea 
‘could detect faint throb. The physician again as- 


Mr. Pruin he called in another doctor of the ‘village. 
He, too, made an examination, and confirmed the 
report of bis brotber physician that the patient was 
dead. Still the husband would not be convinced. He 
placed his band upon bis wife’s chest, and by some 
method tried to produce an artificial respiration, hav- 
jog made a special study of the use of ansesthetics in 
He proceeded to 
work the arms back and forth, pressing his head on 


4 the chest, thus producing an artificial movement. 


The two dectors who stood by not only endeavored to 
dissuade bim from continuing the operation, but re- 
monstrated with him for committing what they 
déemed a profanation of the dead. He continued bis 
efforts, and after the lapse of some minutes the pa- 
tiept began slowly to revive. She has steadily im- 
proved, and is now able to move around. The doc- 
tors confess that she would certainly bavedied but ter 
these extraordinary efforts at restoration.

The Allens had been content with the Adventist 
doctrines till they attended a Methodist revival at the 
town schoolhouse on the evening of Dec. 4last, Kev

John Swisher, a coal miner of massive physique and 
great vocal strength, presided. He is a hallelujah 
exhborter, froths at the mouth, jumps over the 
pulpit. walks on the front seats and, as he says, 
“Shakes sinners over an open hell, so they can 
appreciate the climate of heaven.”’ The Allens were 
visibly excited, and one of them arose to explain 
that he was a believer in the Adventist faith. 
“Read the Bible; I say to you, read the Bible,” was 
Swisher's reply, ‘and then you'll find out what is 
right.” The whole assemblage, comprising over one 
hundred farmers and their families, was greatly 
wrought up by Swisher. The Allen brothers imme- 
diately took to studying the Bible and soon became so 
enthusiastic in their researches that they began to 
neglect their farm labors. A week ago it was re- 
marked that they were acting irrationally. They 
wandered aimlessly about the peighborhood and

talked with every one they met on the subject ot the 
Bible. After they were noticed sauntering along the 
road arm-in-arm singing psalms and eying every 
passer-by with dumb indifference. Heber labored un- 
der the kallucination that George was God and that he 
himself was one of the aposties. Both men offered 
repeatedly to give away their horses. wagons and 
farming implements as thev were the chosen of God 
and had no further use for worldly ‘things. One night 
Jast week they disappeared, and upon returning home 
in the morning, jaded, worn and bungry, could give no 
account of where they had been. Once when Heber 
was advised by a pity- 
ing neighbor to go home 
and rest, he replied’. 
““Pbysical men need 
rest,but we men born otf 
God need no rest, we 
have nothing but rest all 
the time.” 

Both the demented 
men believed that they 
were not living i: the 
flesh, but that they were 
ordained to go about and 
straighten up the imag- 
inary wrongs of human- 
ity. Eventually they 
grew homicidal. Their 
wives became alarmed 
asd neighbors velun- 
leered to act as guards. 
One night recently 
George Allen attempted 
to take the life of his 
wife and cnildren with 
a cheese-knile, because, 
as he explained, “God

told me to sacrifice them,’ but three strong men 
watching overpowered him. He was adjudged insane 
in Judge Evans’ court. 

The same night Heber chased a neighbor named 
Atkinson nearly a mile, 
but was unable to over- 
take him, and returned 
home. About midnight 
he entered the apart- 
ment where his two chil- 
dren lay sleeping. The 
guard followed to pre- 
vent any contemplated 
crime. Looking down 
into the face of the lit- 
tle ones, he muttered: 
“What  child’s blood 
must he upon me?” His 
attendant, alarmed at 
his'manner and the mur- 
derous expression, tor- 
cibly led him away. A 
few days later he was 
also taken into the court 
before Judge Evans. 
The sister Mary 1s ‘still

form of the insanity. Sbe “The Motber of God.” 
believes herself Mother of God. Mrs. Allen, the 
mother of the three unfortunate children, has also lost 
her mind. She spends most of ber time over the 
Bible, in a stupor at intervals, and frequéntly breaks 
out in feeble and incoherent exhortations.

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A COWBOY EPISODE. 


Fatal Fighting at Arm’s Lengtb with Forty-Five 
Caliber Revolvers. 


The Las Vegas (N. M.) Gazette says: Sam Thomp- 
son, of Liberty, has brought in the first news of a fatal 
shooting aftray at Montruelto Plazo ranch, New Mex- 
ico, last Saturday evening. The trouble occurred at 
a wedding dance. There is asmall pool camp at that 
point, and all the boys were in attendance at the wed- 
ding festivities. The daughter of Anastasa Martino 
had just been wedded to Francisca de Baca. ‘Ihe cere- 
mony was pertormed about 7 o’clock in the evening, 
and dancing began immediately afterward. The sec- 
ond set was on the floor when John Brophy and Wil- 
liam Johnson left the bouse, and, meeting outside, had 
some words about a disagreement that-had existed be. 
tween them for sometime. Bropby had charge of the 
camp and Jobnson, it seems, hed heard that Brophy 
had said that Johnson “did not go by his right name.” 
Jobnson wanted Brophy to ‘take back” the femark. 
The dispute waxed pretty warm, and a comrade 
named Tom Harris came out and tried to make 
peace. 

Finally the disputants agreed to leave the question 
to Harris and Charles Thompson to settle, Harris 
went into the house to get Thompson, and while he 
was gone tbe dispute grew warmer, and both men pull- 
ed their revolvers. As Harris came out Brophy and 
Johnson were facing each other but a few feet apart. 
Harris grabbed both pistols, turned the muzzles down, 
and stood between the angry men for nearly half an 
hour, or until his hands became so benumbed that he 
could stand it no longer. In vain he begged the men 
to put up their weapons. But his efforts were futile. 
Johnson demanded, “Let us loose and let us settle it.’ 
At last Harris pushed ‘tbe muzzles of the revolvers 
down as far as he could, and jumped back. Instantly 
two reports rang out in the night air. Brophy’s shot 
took effect 1n Johnson’s chest about two inches below 
tbe collar-bone, passed through the body, and came 
out below tbe right shoulder-blade. Johnson’s first 
shot bit Brophy’s watcb, and did no further damage 
than to smash the time-keeper. Brophy then starte- 
torun. Johnson fired the second time, the tall enter- 
ing the small of Brophy,s back and dropping down, 
where a probe could not reach it. 

Brophy fell as soon as Johnson’s second shot took 
effect, but Johnson coolly walked into the house, put 
on his overcoat, and started off. Brophy was carried 
into the house, and Johnson was not found until 
nearly an hour afterward. He hai walked down to 
the corral in order to get his horse, and had fainted 
from loss of blood. He was carried back to the bonze, 
A doctor was summoned and examined the wounds. 
As they were made with 45-caliber weapons scarcely 
more than arm’s length away,the wounds, and es- 
pecially that of Johnson, were ghastly and terrible. 
The physician said Johnson was liable to die at any 
_mMoment, and that Brophy could not live to exceed 
ten days. 

Both the wounded men were Texans and well 
know in the territory. All their acquaintances speak 
of them as “mighty good boys.” Johnson, as was 
shown by his conduct after the shooting, was a re- 
markably gritty fellow. Both men are single. After 
the wounded men had been made as comfortable as 
possible it was found that there were no more grudges 
to settle, and, as everybody present felt kindly toward 
everybody else, the fears of the ladies were quieted, 
and the interrupted cance proceeded as though noth- 
ing bad bappened. reir

Rule 13—This will be altered so as to read: “A 
claim of foul must be made to the umpire by the com- 
petitor himself, and, if possible, before getting out of 
his boat.” 

Rule 15—Every boat shall abide by its accidents, pro- 
vided that if during a racea boat, whilein its own 
water, shall be interfered with by an outside boat, the 
umpire may order the race to be rowed over, if, in his 
opinion, such interference materially affected its 
ehances of winntaz Ure rate,

ANOTHER COON TO ROAST. 


Colored Fiend Epps After Committing a Murder 
and a Rape Says He Did Them in His Sleep. 








A brutal murder and outrage on a defenseless wom- 
an was perpetrated at Solsberry, asmall village about 
sixteen miles east of Worthington, Ind., recently. A 
farmer named Dobson had a colored man working 
for him, and on the night in question, taking pity on 
the negro on account of the extreme cold weather, 
allowed bim to make his bed on the floor by the fire- 
place in the room where Do»son and his wife were 
sleeping. Some time during the night the negro got 
up and struck his employer two blows on the head 
with an axe, killing bim instantly. The brute then 
attempted to ravish Mrs. Dobson and a terrible strug- 
gle took place on the bed on which lay the bloody 
victim of the lustful brute, while‘bandfuls of hair were 
pulled ont of the woman’s bead. At last the infuriated 
brute drew a knife with which to slay the woman, 
when she desisted from her struggling. As soon as 
she could Mrs. Dobson alarmed the neighbors, the in- 
human brute making his escape. In the meantime 
parties are scouring the country, and if the dastardly 
wretch is found he will be swinging to the nearest 
limb. This is the first occurrence of the kind in this 
(Greene) county, and the people are worked upto a 
terrible pitch of excitement over it. : 

A mulatto giving his name as Holly E. Epps was 
tracked to Bloomington. Ind., and arrested Jan. 12 for 
the murder. The man who tracked bim through the 
snow to within three miles of town says that Epps has 
been living with Mr. James Dobson during the past 
year, working on bis tarm, and got along very well 
until a few weeks ago, when he commenced to act 
strangely, going out ot the house, standing in the door- 
way, snorting and conducting himself in such a way 
‘asto alarm Mr. Dobson, who finally called in some of 
the nelgbbors one night when Epps was behaving 
himselt badly. Two or three neighbors: came in and 
concluded that Epps was trying to frighten Dobson, 
and said to Epps that ifhe did not hehave himselfthey 
would take him out and regulate or whip him; that 
after this Epps became morose and sulky, and wound 
up by splitting open Dobson's head with an ax the 
other night while Dobson was asleep in bed witb bis 
wife, there having been no previous difficulty or ex- 
cuse of any kind for the killing. The blow awoke 
Mrs. Dobson, who uttempted to escape, but was caught 
by the hair by the nezro and told that if she would re- 
main in the house and not alarm the neigbbors until 
he could get a good start he would not kill her. - This 
she protnised to do, and Epps fled. 

Epps was found at the house of a colored man by 
the name of John -Brown, to whom he was a perfect 
stranger, an? upon being questioned admitted he had 
done the killing, and was arrested and taken to jail. 
His feet were frozen and terribly swollen. He was 
visited in jail by a reporter, and in reply to questions 
told the following story in a disconnected and ram- 
bling way: 

“My name is Holly E. Epps, and am forty years of 
age. I came from Bollenger Milis, in Southern Mis- 
souri, where I worked fora farmer by the name of 
Josepb H. Grant. I was born in Virgtnia, I-had no 
bad feelings against Mr. Dobson, nomore tban I had 
when I first came there. When the men said they 
would regulate me I did not know whether théy were 
joking or not, but I think Mr. Anderson, one ot them, 
was joking. I was not well. I had a pain in my 
stomach, and was not eating or talking much. I slept 
In the same room occupied by Mr. and Mra. Dobson, 
and about 12 o'clock Jast night thought some men, Mr. 
Dobson among them, came to the door and said: 
*Let’s goin and choke: him down, and take him out 
and reguiate him.’ I caught the poker and hit Mr. 
Anderson and another man and Mr. Dobson, and 
struck at Dick Anderson and struck over him, and the 
jar woke me up. WhenI came to myself Mrs. Dobson 
was trying to get out of bed, and I saw what:I had 
done and [| caught her by the throat and choked 
her. She said: ‘Oh, Jesus, who fs this? Is this you, 
Holly? For Christ’s sake don’t kill me.’ I in- 
tended to burt ber, but let go of ber, and she 
jumped out of bed and started for the door. 
I caught her again with the open Kknite in my hand 
and pulled her back to the fire and told ber she must 
not go out, but must sit down. She said, ‘Ob, Holley, 
what ure you going todoto me?’ I set her down ina 
chair and threw the knifein ber lap and told her I 
was not going to do anything to her. I thought I had 
done enough, and would not burt her, but intended to 
kill myself. I talked about three-quarters of an hour 
to her, and she said if 1 would take my satchel and 
go away sbe would not alarm the neighbors or say 
anything about it until she bad to. I then started 
away and walked very fast until 1 got here and went 
to Mr. Dorsey’s house, who is a colored man, and then 
I went to Mr. Brown’s house. I told them I was in 
trouble, but did ot tell them what I had done.” 

Epps isa small man, with a kinky mustache and 
chin whiskers. He tells aremarkabJe tale, and from 
his stupid manner tt is hard to tell whether he is a 
fiend or crazy. But from the fact that he struck Dob- 
son twice on the head, and selected a night when no 
one was in the house but Dobson and his wife tor his 
murderous work, the only child, a twelve-year-old boy, 
being away from home, it seems an absurd tale. At 
any rate, he Is not likely to split open any more heads 
in his sleep, as no one believes his tale, and if he is 
taken baek to Greene county, within the borders of 
which the killing occurred, he Js likely to sleep asleep 
too sound for dreaming before the question of his san- 
ity can be considered. 

Thbere is little doubt but fhe enraged neighbors of 
Dobson. who was a quiet, hurd-working farmer, will 
speedily avenge his deuth.

the crack itself, with a view of destroying any morbid matter that 
may exist inthe fissure. A crack fixed after this fashion is called 
cross-firing. If the fissure extends from the coronet right down to 
the we, two or three pieces of wire are passed through the edges of 
each half of the hoof, through holes drilled for that purpose, and 
the fissure isthus riveted together. The operation requires some 
skill on the part of the blacksmith ; for if he should bore the holes 
too deep the sensitive lamine might be included, and thus protract 
the cure. Some physicians recommend encircling the hoof with 
waxed twine, instead of riveting, with a view of restricting any 
tendency to expand at the toe, when, by its pressure on the heel, 
it might favor contraction, and therefore cannot be of much use. 
Riveting, if performed by a skillful workman, is preferable.

Chauncey M. Depew has been for many years the 
right bower and counsel of the late William A. Van- 
derbit., It may be stated that Mr. Depew hoildsa full 
hand at the present stage of the game, with the full 
settlement of the immense estate on his hands. This 
gentleman was born at Peekskill, N. Y., in 1834. He 
cones ofa French Huguenot tamily,and he still owns 
tbe homestead purchased two hundred years ago by 
his ancestors. His mother 1s a descendant of a 
brother of Roger Sherman,of Revolutionary fame. 
In 1859 he was admitted tothe bar. He served in the 
State Assembly of °62, acting as Speaker a part of the 
time.

An Elopement Twenty Years Ago—Miss O’Conner's 
Surprise Letter. © 


A most remarkabie case of good fortune came to 
light Jan. 14, by which a servant gir] at one of the ho- 
tels in Toledo becomes heiress to one of the largest 
estates in England. Nearly twenty years ago the 
only. daughter of Gen. Rutledge Greg, of the British 
army, cloped from ber home in Sunderland, Eng., 
with Charles O'Connor, one of her father’s hostlers, 
He was a handsome young tellow, and Annie Greg 
‘had as pretty a face as could be found in all England. 
Furious at his daughter's disgrace the old General dis- 
inherited her, and until a few months ago would have 
no communication with her, the letters which she 
wrote home a-year or. two ago after her marriage 
being all returned unopened. Young O’Connor and 
his bride settled in the County Sligo, [reland, where 
he led # precarious existence. Six children were born 
to them, one of whom, Annie O'Connor, now eighteen 
years old, came to this country about a yearago Her 
only relative here was a paternal uncle. She got work 
as chambermaid at the New York House, one ot the 
cheap hotels. Last summer Gen. Greg’s wife was 
taken ill and besought ber husband to send for their 
daughter, He finally relented and wrote tor her to 
come home and to bring her husband and cbildren 
with her. They sailed on a Glasguw steamer last 
Septemoer, but the boat was overtaken by a terrible 
storm and foundered, many on board being lost, 
among the number the entire O’Connor family. The 
old general subsequently learned the address of the 
grandchild who had come to Toledo, and he wrote to 
her to come to him at ouce. The letter received gives 
the above particulars and was the first intimation 
Miss O’Connor had of her parents’ fate and of her own 
good fortune.

The death at Galesburg, Il)., of a white woman, 
Eliza Bowen, has brought out a remarkable story.

For a long time the two bave been looked 
after by the city. The woman was partially paralyzed 


in one side. The miserable twain lived in a rude, 


smal]! shanty, unplast..ed and uncomfortable, in the 
east part of the city. . This she had built with money 
she had begged. Lately she complained of 1ll-treat- 
ment at the bands of her black husband. This woman 
was, before the rebellion, the wife of Col. Hanks, at 
one time an officer in the British ariny and afterward 
a resident of Kentucky. There he became possessed 
of a large plantation and many slaves, the man 
Bowen among them. During the war he died aud his

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M’LOON'S ROMANTIC LIFE. 


A Once Wealthy Convict Pardoned for Saving 
Wrecked Sailors. 








Silas McLoon, one ofthe four Deer Island convicts 
who was pardoned at Boston for heroism in rescuing the 
rembant of the crew of the wrecked schooner Juliet, 
oft Winthrop Point, has had a romantic career, ac- 
cording to a hisvory of bis life published in Chicago. 
McLoon’s father was a wealthy merchant and ship- 
builder of Rockland, Me.. being worth at least $1,500,- 
000 at the time of his death. The inheritance was di- 
vided between the mother, two daughters and the son, 
he receiving, in accordance witb the provisions of the 
will, one third of the whole fortune. The residue was 
equally divided between the other beirs. One of the 
daughters,soun after the disposition of the estate, 
married an ex-Lieutenant-Governor of Massachusetts, 
now ove of the must prominent members of the bar in 
that State. i 

Silas became the husband of a young lady distin- 
guished in the society of Haverhill, Mass., for her 
great beauty and accomplishments. A $60,000 resi- 
dence at Rockland was bis tirst investment. His next 
was the fatal purchase of a half interest in the uncom- 
pleted invention of a Yankce to utilize steam 
without allowing an exhaust. Thousands after 
thousands of dollsrs melted away in the 
scheme. The financial backer, inexperienced and 
pertectly insane with enthusiasm, hastened off to Eu- 
rope with imperfect models and illustrations to intro- 
duce to the old world an unpatented patent that was 
destined to revolutionize the power-supplying methods 
of the universe. Sharpers at London and Paris saw 
the. weakness of both the men ané the machine, and 
while attesting tu the marvelous worth of one, showed 
no hesitation in patronizing the apparehtly inexhaust- 
ible wealth ofthe other. Young McLoon, it is, said,- 
bad dined and wined himself out of nearly $200,000, 
when his married sister, then in Paris with ber hus- 
band, had him spirited offto America, He stuck to 
the invention sharper until all his available resources 
were dissipated. Nothing was left but the Rockland 
House and a limestone quarry tbat yielded an income 
of $5,000. These he gave to bis wite, convinced that he 
wasirreelaimabdle trom drink. His mother gave to 
him with a lavish hand, but when she saw that he was 
falling lower with each gift,sbe withbeld ber favors 
tor bis cwn sake, thinking to nerve him to better 
deeds, and bis sisters closed the doors ot their rich 
homes against bim. At last his motber gave him a 
purse with which to start anew in the West, exacting 
from bim a promise that be would never return unless 
he had overcome his unfortunate appetite. 

In 1877, in February, young McLoon passed 
through Chicago, on his,way to the Black Hills, 
then the scene of a gold excitement. He had not 
allowed anything intoxicating to pass his lips fora 
full month... At Omaha, while the train was wait- 
ing for lunch, he bought a bottle ot ale. The next 
night, while the train was speeding past Gibbon, a 
small station in Nebraska, the station agent was 
shocked to see a body fall from the train and appar- 
ently roll under the wheels. He took the unconscious 
man into the station and restored bim. It was the 
young New Englander. He had miraculously escaped 
with a few bruises on the head. The next train took 
him on to Cheyenne. Then for some days he surprised 
the bordermen by bis munificence and princely ways. 
On the fourth day he awakened with a meagre $200 
remnant of the $10,000 which his mother had given 
him as the first instalment of the purchase money 
of a cattle ranch. 

His next ettort at reformation was made in exile on 
the Medicine Bow mountain range, where for tour 
months he remained searching tor gold, where human 
beings are rarely seen and. where intoxicants could 
not be had. At the expiration of that period, having 
suffered the adverse fate of most gold hunters, Mc- 
Loon returned home to his wife and two children in 
Maine, sure that: circumstances had redeemed him, 
and resolved to recover by hard labor the fortune he 
had so recklessly squandered. His release from a 
convict’s cell tor bravery is the first that has been 
beard from him since tben. 

McLooo was committed to the reformatory at Deer 
Island for drunkenness, and was pardoned for leading 
the life-saving crew that rescued a schooner’s crew in 
Boston harbor recently.
